Keep a box of sand and gravel in a 
sheltered place, accessible to the birds.

Bird food should be put in a feeder 
or on a board with a molding to 
prevent the seed from blowing away. 
One of the most popular bird foods is 
cracked corn - wheat with wild 
birdseed, and sunflower seeds. Many. 
birds like sunflower seeds such as 
Nuthatches, Purple Finches, and 
Chickadees, the Mass. State Bird. 
Woodpeckers prefer suet and peanut 
butter. 

The rewards of feeding the birds are 
many, from enjoying their color and 
song in summer, to realizing that you 
are saving the lives of many of our best 
insect controls. 


WATCH THOSE 
FOWL BONES! 


Feasting time is here again. Let your 
pet dog or cat enjoy it, to. Dr. Gus W. 
Thornton, Chief-of-Staff of the Mass. 
S.P.C.A.’s Angell Memorial Animal 
Hospital warns of the danger of pets’ 
eating poultry bones of any kind. 

It only takes a tiny sliver os bone to 
penetrate or lodge in a pet’s internal 
organs, causing severe illness and even 
death. If a piece of bone becomes 
lodged in a pet’s throat, immediate 
veterinary attention is needed. 

Another warning is this: See that no 
fat-soaked twine is in the pet’s eating 
dish or in a waste container where he 
may find it. This, too, can become 
lidged in the intestine and cause 
trouble. Take an extra step and keep 
outside disposal lids of garbage cans 
secure so that pets cannot possibly get 
at the bones or scatter them on the 
lawn. 

A little care and thought will keep 
you and your pet happy!

STURBRIDGE, Mass: --- A unique 
orchard which will feature more than 
100 kinds of early American apple 
trees is being planned at Old 
Sturbridge Village, New England’s 
center of living history in central Mass. 
The project, to be known as The 
Preservation Orchard, is a joint 
venture of the outdoor museum of 
rural life in the early 19th century and 
the Worcester County Horticultural 
Society, a noted institution founded in 
1842. 

The Preservation Orchard is one of 
3 new orchards which will illustrate the 
important role that apples played in 
the daily life and sustenance of the 
Yankee farmer 150 years ago. The 
addition of these dozens of trees at the 
Village over a 3 year period will serve 
well to further emphasize New 
England’s rural heritage and man’s 
dependency on the land. 

For a number of years the Hort. 
Society has operated an experimental 
orchard in North Grafton, Mass., 
where, during the summers of 1968 to 
1969, the dozens of varieties of old 
apples were budded for the new 
project. The Preservation Orchard will 
be planted on a 3 acre site at Old 
Sturbridge during the spring of 1971. 

Whileapples today are a popular 
consumer product they are by no 
means considered the staple item that 
they were in America 150 years ago. 
Especially in N.E. apples, along with 
corn, were the most versatile of crops. 
Apples for pies, for sauce, biscuits, 
fritters, puddings, vinegar, apple 
butter, applejack and last but not least 
- cider - the most commonplace of all 
beverages next to water. 

Our forefather farmers were 
constantly attempting to grow bigger 
and better apples. In as much as apples 
do not propagate truly from seed, 
when a particularly desirable apple 
was discovered, perpetuation of this 
particular strain was possible only 
through “grafting” or “budding”. 
Dozens of new varieties were 
propagated and distributed in early 
America. Interest in the development 
of new fruits abounded and countless 
articles on the subject may be found in 
old agricultural journals of the early 
19th century and in the many books 
published on the culture of fruit in this 
country as well as in Europe.

The orchard will be 
operated and maintained by the 
Village staff with the Hort. Soc. 
providing advice and guidance when 
needed. Limited quantities of the fruit 
will be available to the Society for 
educational purposes, Furthermore, as 
its contribution to this program the 
Hort. Soc. will continue to disseminate 
info and knowledge on the propagation 
of these old varieties. Budding and 
grafting stock from the Preservation 
Orchard will be distributed by the 
Worcester County Hort. Soc., 30 Elm 
St., Worc., Mass. 

A joint committee from both non- 
profit educ. institutions will administer 
the Pres.. Orchard. Professional 
consultants will include S. Lothrop 
Davenport, honorary sec. and director 
of the WDHS experimental orchard, 
Darwin P. Kelsey, dir. of historical 
agriculture, and E.J. Malchisky, dir. of 
historical hort., both of Old Sturbridge 
Village.

ALA PROPOSES REBATE 


BOSTON - Motorists would be able 
to receive pro rata rebates for 
unexpired portions of driver’s licenses 
and auto registrations under a bill filed 
recently on behalf of the Automobile 
Legal Association (ALA). 

The ALA bill, filed by Rep. Charles 
W. Long (R-Westwood), would entitle 
Mass. motorists to receive the rebates 
when a license or registration is 
surrendered, except for suspension or 
revocation. 

Presently, a rebate is allowed only 
when a registration is terminated on or 
before August | of the reg. year and/or 
where the rebate would be '4 the fee 
paid in excess of $15. 

David Thibodeau, gen. manager of 
the ALA, said enactment of the bill 
“would be fair and equitable for the 
Bay State’s motoring public in view of 
the longer periods involved in the new 
systems for driver’s licenses and auto 
reg.”” 

The Mass. Registry of Motor 
Vehicles is currently changing driver’s 
licenses to a 4 year period from a 2 
year period and putting auto reg. ona 
2 year basis rather than one year. 

Thibodeau noted that the ALA’s 
proposal does not require any 


legislative appropriation and should 
not require any major readjustments at 
the Registry.
